This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I, figures 1A-2B, and 9A-9C, relates to a resonator having a plurality of 
step-ring resonator elements; 

Species II, figures 5A-5D, 10A and 10B, relates to a resonator having a plurality 
of step-ring resonator elements disposed on a rectangular-plate substrate mounted on a 
dielectric substrate; 

Species III, figures 1 1A-1 1C, relates to a resonator having a plurality of step-ring 
resonator elements, and different patterns of conductor opening portions (different 
sizes, zigzag pattern, or matrix pattern); 

Species IV, figures 12A-12D, relates to a resonator having a plurality of step-ring 
resonator elements, and capacitive regions are formed by a multi-layered substrate; 

Species V, figures 13A-13D, relates to a resonator having a plurality of step-ring 
resonator elements disposed on a rectangular-plate substrate mounted on a dielectric 
substrate, and capacitive regions are formed by a multi-layered substrate; 

Species VI, figures 14A and 14B, relates to a resonator having a plurality of step- 
ring resonator elements, each step-ring resonator element formed by two overlap 
conductor lines; and 

Species VII, figures 17A-17C, relates to a resonator having a plurality of step-ring 
resonator elements, the plurality of step-ring resonator elements are formed by 
multilayered substrate (i.e., "thickness direction").
